The Mexicans, while being as eager as any other people^ to earr^a, t 

decent living, had not looked for much help from non-Mexicans, or sliown 

any eagerness to aciopt American lj f e-s^yles ,as part of trying to over- v 

come poverty. They did not want to rejert ^their own culture, of which 

they wera very proud, in o^der to^become Americanized. * For the Mexican 

immigrant life was a continuous struggle.
